Response to Amendment 

Status of the Claims 

Acknowledgement is hereby made of receipt and entry of the 
amendment submitted 0 6 January, 2004. Claims 1-12 and 16-31 are 
pending in the instant application. 

35 U.S.C. § 112, Second Paragraph 

1. Claims 8 and 12 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. The claims remain vague and indefinite for 
reciting claim limitations employing the term "about". Contrary to 
applicants' assertion, the phrase fails to clearly set forth the 
metes and bounds of the patent protection desired. For instance, 
claim 8 contains the phrase "about +4°C and +37°C" which is vague 
and indefinite since the precise parameters of the claimed 
invention are not readily manifest. Appropriate correction is 
still required. 

35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) which forms 
the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office 
action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not 
identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of 
this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a 
whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner 
in which the invention was made. 

Subject matter developed by another person, which qualifies as 
prior art only under subsection (f) or (g) of section 102 of this 
title, shall not preclude patentability under this section where the 
subject matter and the claimed invention were, at the time the 
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invention was made, owned by the same person or subject to an 
obligation of assignment to the same person. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In 
considering patentability of the claims under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), 
the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various claims 
was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were 
made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of 
the obligation under 37 C.F.R. § 1.56 to point out the inventor and 
invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the 
time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. § 103© and potential 35 
U.S.C. § 102(f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) . 

4. The previous rejection of claims 1-12 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Kameyama et al. (1990) in view of Gao 
and Wilson (2001), is hereby withdrawn in response to applicants' 
amendment . 

35 U.S.C. § 112, First Paragraph 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 
§ 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the 
invention, and of the manner and process of making and using it, in 
such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his 
invention . 

Claims 1-12 and 16-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first 
paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor (s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. In 
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re Rasmussen, 650 F.2d 1212, 211 U.S.P.Q. 323 (C.C.P.A. 1981). In 
re Wertheim, 541 F.2d 257, 191 U.S.P.Q. 90 (C.C.P.A. 1976). The 
claims have been amended to include the limitation * wherein said 
method of inactivation is capable of preserving at least 80% of the 
infectious activity of said adenoviruses/' Perusal of the 
disclosure and review of applicants' response failed to identify 
those portions of the specification that provide support for said 
limitation. Accordingly, the skilled artisan would reasonably 
conclude that applicants neither contemplated nor possessed the 
claimed invention.

Applicants' amendment necessitated any and all new grounds of 
rejection.
